Carranza officials in El Paso 


and Juarez today reiterated their 
assertion that the troops of the 
"first chief" would be able to deal 
with the situation and refused to 
consider proposals that American 
troops cross the border for tempor- 
ary help in subduing the Villistas. 
Despite their confident assertions, 
however, reports reached the bor- 
der that Villa's forces had won 
further successes in-the vicinity 
of Torreon.

during the night. 


The body of Geneial Jose Rod- 


riguez, who was executed late yes- 
terday at Madcra, is expected to 
arrive at Juarez this afternoon. 
The Carranza officials will place 
it on exhibition as a warning to 
other Mexicans that the lives of 
foreigners in Mexico must be pro- 
tected.
